The long anticipated final 
phase of the levee rehabilitation 
project in Elba continues to take 
shape as debris along the old 
Beaver Dam Creek bed from 
Jackson Street over to Putnam 
Street takes shape, 

Not only is the project expect- 
ed to make the area more attrac- 
tive with the creek bed cleaned, 
but officials believe it will 
increase the water storage 
capacity for run-off water from 
storms. The contractor will 
clean the creek bed area, create 
a 3-1 slope and grass the area 
where it can be kept cut and 
maintained. 

During times when the Pea 
River rises above the drain pipes 
through the levee, the pressure 
of the water forces the flap gates 
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to close and prevents the river 
from entering the city. This is 
when the pumps in two catch 
basins can begin pumping the 
collected water over the levee 
and into the river. 

The project covers approxi- 
mately 62 acres within the creek 
bed. The total cost of the con- 
tract is $707,250. 

Before cleaning began, Elba 
Mayor James Grimes said there 
was all sorts of trash and debris 
in the grown up area which can 
create health hazards as well as 
the run-off problem. Local offi-

“Depending on their major, 
students will be able to get their 
English, Literature, Science, 
‘History and Math courses online 
once we’ve completed develop- 
ment,” Aplin said. 

The online instruction pro- 
grams have come a long way 
from where they were just five 
years ago. 

Ramona Franklin, psychology 
and sociology instructor at 
LBWCC, was the first instructor 
to teach courses online. 

“Initially I taught General 


Psychology the first semester _ 


and then the next. semester we 
added Sociology,” Franklin said. 
“About a year later we devel- 
oped Ethics online and I added 
that to my other courses.” 
Franklin has also seen enroll- 
ment in online courses increase 
steadily over the past five years. 
“The first semester I taught 
online I had just five students,” 
Franklin said. “Once we added 
more courses I started getting 
more and more students. We 
have around 250. students 
enrolled in online courses now.” 
While taking online courses is 
different from being in a class- 
room settingy the tatetial ‘being

“It's a different type of'setting 
for the instructor and the stu- 
dent,” Franklin said, ““We don’t 
get to have face-to-face interac- 
tion because everything is done 
through e-mail. But, all the 
material being taught online is 
exactly the same as it is in the 
classroom. And students and 
instructors have to dedicate just 
as much time to the online 


courses as they would if they +~ 


were in a classroom.” 

While the majority of students 
registered for online courses are 
in the United States, there are a 
few exceptions. 

Jennifer McCullough, a 
Straughn High School graduate 
from Dozier, lives in Italy with 
her husband, who is in the mili- 
tary, and is currently enrolled in 
online courses.

—Cook said the expanded 
records program will start with 
black bass (largemouth, small- 
mouth, spotted and redeye) with 
the intent to include other 
species later. 

The good news for anglers is 
that there is more'to the program 
than records. Anglers can be 
recognized for catching a cer- 
tain size fish. The size of the fish 
will determine whether the 
angler receives a Master or 
Trophy designation. Plus, the 
Master and Trophy recognition 
won't be limited to black bass, It 
will also include black and 
white crappie; striped, white and 
hybrid bass; blue, channel and 
flathead catfish; redear and 
bluegill sunfish; walleye and 
sauger. 

Damon Abernethy, the reser- 
voir management biologist in 
charge of the program, said the 
achievement levels could be dif- 
ferent for each body of water. 

For the Master and Trophy 
certifications, an application 
form must be filled out and 
returned to Abernethy, 


Applications will be available 
online at www.outdooralaba- 
ma.com, at all WFF district 
offices and many sporting goods 
stores. 

All fish must be caught from 
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- of high enough quality to deter- 


mine which species it is. 
Anglers are also urged to 
include a second photo of the 
angler with fish to be posted on 
outdooralabama.com. A photo- 
copy of the angler’s fishing 
license, where applicable, must 

For the Master. and Trophy 
certification, fish may also be 
presented for recognition by 
length for those anglers who 
prefer to catch and release. “The 
lengths will correspond with 
weights,” Abernethy said. “For 
instance, an eight-pound bass is 
23 inches and a 10-pounder is 
25 inches for largemouths.” 

In the lake records category, 
private ponds will be one cate- 
gory while each of the 43 reser- 
voirs and 20 state public fishing 
lakes will be separate. The 
application process for lake 
records is also considerably 
more stringent. Lake records 
must meet either the Master or 
Trophy designation for a partic- 
ular body of water. Fish submit- 
ted for a lake record must be 
verified by a fisheries biologist 
and the application must be 
notarized, 

Line-class records recognized 
by the International Game Fish 
Association (IGFA) will be 
accepted, but an application 
must still be submitted for each 
fish. 

Anglers whose applications 
are approved will receive cer- 
tificates suitable for framing as 
well as decals for their boat or 
truck. Each angler will be recog- 
nized in the B.A.T. (Bass 
Anglers Information Team)
